REBELLION AGAINST 
THE AXIS PACT | 


By PETER of YUGOSLAVIA 


N the eve of the 

revolution of March 

27, 1941, Prince 

Paul, my uncle, 
telephoned me and sald that 
he was leaving for Brdo by 
train, as he wanted a few 
days! test. 


General Peter  Kositch 
called at 9 pam. He began, in 
a very apologetic manner, to 
assure me that the pact 
with the Axis was iaerely a 
formality. Secret. clauses— 
he would not disclose them 
—guaranteed our complete 
neutrality. 


Talking smoothly, be sald that 
alnoe the Weatern Powers were 
not wea postion to balp us, the 
purt hud been the only means 
by whieh we could continue our 
armament oprogranune without 
a@ny control until the moment 
when we should ne longer need 
the pact, which was after all 
nothing mare han a pleco of 
paper!

When news of the approach- 
ing pact reached the people dis- 
trust and discontemt grew, The 
over-tense atmosphere In the 
city released itself in’ riots and 
demonstrations, — Patrotic songs 
of the frst world war could be 
heard in all public places, in 
the buses, trams, and even in 
the churchyords. 


The Regency hed asked the 
{Minister of War, General 
Pesitch, to Invite all the generals 
to a rapid conference. 


All the generals of the High 
Command were present, Petro- 
vitch, Milorad (governor of Be 
grade), Pandourovitch, Simoviteh 
(comunanider of the Yugosluy Alr 
Force) and Stajkch (commander 
of the Royal Guard). ‘They all 
agreed that all must be done to 
avold war, Simovitch, however, 
sald that n pact with Hiller 
would be dishonourable. 


Within the Government three 
Serbian Ministers, Mr Bou- 
disavijitch, Dr Konstantinovitch, 
ond Dr Subrilliovitch, resigned 
in protest against the pact. 


On March 24, Tsvetkovitch, 
the Prime Minister, and Forelgn 
Minister, Markovitch left for 
Vienna to sign the pact. There 
were demonstrations every- 
where. 


Large bodies of students cried 
out the slogans “Better war than 
pac!,” “Better dead than slaves.” 
“Down with the Government of 
traitors,” “Down with Hitler.” 


At Kragoujevac, 120 miles from 
the capital, demonstrations by a 
crowd of 160,000 patriots had to 
be quollad b a force of 400 
police an? soldiers, 


The priests of the Orthodox 
Church and the chief officials 
throughout the country were also 
against the pact, Even the police 
had their sympathies with the 
peopk. 


For ‘very truce Serb there 
could be only one outcome. The 
revolution! ‘The Serbs were 
willing, as the Poles had been, 
-to count only on themselves for 
tho terrible days to come. . 


The pact with Germany was 
even more shameful than the 
people then realised. There was a 
secret Yugoslav promise to dight

Civil defence was ot the 
lowest, For Instance, our black- 
out system was simply to cut off 
electricity ‘throughout tho town.

“thin” one is In the same category as the badly topped shot; It is merely lucky not 


to be very badly topped.

I 
have already referred to the 
psychological cause which pro- 
duces much of the trouble. But 
there aro a number of common 
physicnl causes tov. Bad timing 
jy one.

Or, as in 
the “scoop” hitting without the 
Proper transfer of welght—in 
other words hitting off the back 
‘vot. 


PRACTISE BEFORE MIRROR 


The best way to find your 
perticular fault, and the cure, 
is to try a self unalysis by going 
through your swing, with a 
club, in front of a mirror. You 
might be very surprised ut the 
amount of your sway, or be 
amazed to see how far forward 
the ball is when you address it. 
Tl you find these fuulta, you can 
Surt them out.

West Coast, the oboe and 
English horn are finding 
their way into popylar music. 
‘Miller, sn accomplished 
oboeist who doubles neatly 
on the English horn, and 
Percy Faith have put on a 
single 12-inch LP, ‘Music 
Until Midnight,” 12 moody 
songs that bring out the 
tonal beauty of these hard- 
to-handle instruments. 

The cool West Coast band, 
Howard Rumsey's  Light- 
house All-Stars, involves the 
oboe and English horn, 
played by Bob Cooper, in a 
jazzy duel with the flute and 
alto flute, piped by Bud 
Shank. This is “Volume 
Four” in Contemporary 
Records’ series of 10-inch 
LP’s by Rumsey’s cool jazz 
band and contains  cight 
notable numbers, including 
“Albatross.” “Happy Town” 
and “Night in Tunisia.”
